Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  All  articles  must  be  bona-nde  property  of  the  Exhibitor  and 
the  farm  produce  to  be  the  growth  of  1903  and  exhibited  by  the 
raiser. 

2.  No  one  article  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  prize, 
excepting  stock  exhibited  in  herds^ypens  or  trials  of  speed  and  no 
article  will  be  given  a  prize  unlessTflfemed  worthy  of  it. 

3.  Any  person  paying  $1.00  as  membership  fee  will  be  entitled 
to  make  ten  entries  and  if  wishing  to  exceed  that  number  will  be 
charged  an  extra  five  cents  each. 

4.  All  entries  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  not  later  than  the 
day  preceding  the  Show,  so  that  all  entry  tickets  will  be  ready  by 
9  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  show. 

5.  The  sum  of  $1.00  will  be  retained  from  the  prize  money  by 
the  Society  as  payment  of  the  membership  fee  for  the  year  1904. 

6.  All  animals  and  articles  must  be  on  the  grounds  by  10 
o'clock  a.m.,  so  that  the  Judges  can  commence  their  work  and  shall 
remain  until  4  o'clock  p.m. 

7.  Protests  and  complaints  to  be  made  to  the  President  in 
writing  before  leaving  the  grounds. 

8.  Premiums  are  not  payable  until  October  3rd. 

9.  All  animals  brought  upon  the.  grounds  must  be  tied  up  or 
otherwise  prevented  from  roaming  at  large. 

10.  Premium  lists  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

11.  The  Association  will  not  be  responsible  for  accidents  to 
stock  or  for  loss  of  articles  when  on  exhibition  but  will  use  every 
reasonable  precaution  to  prevent  the  same.
